T  the  Anniverfary  Meeting  of  the  Society  for 


JTjl  commemorating  the  Revolution  in  Great 
Britain  held  at  the  London  Tavern,  Nov.  4,  1789, 
Dr.  Price  moved,  and  it  was  unanimoufly  refolved, 
that  the  following  Congratulatory  Address  to 
the  National  Affembly  of  France,  be  tranfmitted  to 
them,  figned  by  the  Chairman:

*  in  Great  Brit  ain, difdaining  national  partialities, 

*  and  rejoicing  in  every  triumph  of  liberty  and  juftice 
(  over  arbitrary  power,  offer  to  the  National  Affem- 
c  blv  of  France  their  congratulations  on  the  Revo- 
«  lution  in  that  country,  and  on  the  profpedl  it  gives 

<  to  the  two  firft  kingdoms  in  the  world,  of  a  common 
f  participation  in  the  blehings  of  civil  and  religious 
‘  liberty. 

*  They  cannot  help  adding  their  ardent  wifhes  of 
1  a  happy  fettlement  of  fo  important  a  Revolution, 

<  and  at  the  fame  time  exprefling  the  particular  fatif- 
^  fadlion,  with  which  they  reflect  on  the  tendency  of 
‘  the  glorious  example  given  in  France  to  encourage 

*  other  nations  to  affert  the  unalienable  rights  of  man- 

*  kind,  and  thereby  to  introduce  a  general  reforma- 

*  tion  in  the  governments  of  Europe,  and  to  make 

*  the  world  free  and  happy. 

In  purfuance  of  the  Relolution  of  the  Society,  the 
Congratulatory  Addrefs  was  conveyed  to  the  Duke 
de  la  Rochefoucauld  at  Par  is,  with  a  Letter  requefting 
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him  to  prefent  it  to  the  National  Assembly, 
and  at  the  fame  time  imtim^ting,  that  the  Society 
conlidered  the  National  Assembly  as  a6ting 
for  the  world  as  well  as  for  the  great  kingdom  it 
reprefented,  and  therefore  hoped  that  their  Addrefs 
was  not  an  improper  intrufion;  or,  if  it  was,  that 
it  would  be  excufed  as  an  effulion  of  zeal  in  the  caufe 
of  general  liberty  and  human  happinefs  which  no 
confiderations  of  impropriety  had  been  able  to 
fupprcfs. 

The  following  Communications  and  Letters  will 
fhew  how  highly  the  Society  has  been  gratified 
by  the  favourable  reception  of  its  Addrefs.

— The  Addrefs  of  Congratulation 
which  Earl  Stanhope  has  done  the  Duke  de  la  Roche¬ 
foucauld  the  honour  to  tranfmit  to  him,  has 
been  received  by  the  National  Aflembly  with  lively 
applaufe.  They  have  feen  in  that  addrefs  the  dawn 
of  a  glorious  dav,  in  which  two  Nations  who  have 
always  efteemed  one  another  notwithftanding  their 
political  divifions  and  the  diverfity  of  their  govern¬ 
ments,  (hall  contradl  an  intimate  union,  founded  on 
the  ftmilarity  of  their  opinions  and  their  common  en- 
thuftafm  for  Liberty.

I  T  is  worthy,  my  Lord,  of  a  celebrated 
Society,  and  of  an  happy  and  free  people,  to  interelt 
themfelves  in  the  progrefs  of  public  liberty  and  hap- 
pinefs. 

The  French  nation  has  long  been  improving  in 
knowledge  and  arts;  and  its  government  was  directed 
by  opinions  derived  from  them  even  before  the  coun¬ 
try  governed  itfelf  by  the  laws  which  they  dictated. 

The  Nation  purfued  with  ardour  ufeful  truths,  and 
daily  diffufing  light  over  every  branch  of  the  admini- 
ifration,  it  appeared  to  be  carried,  as  by  an  univerfal 
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impulfe,  to  thofe  changes  which  now  give  it  flrengtfi 
and  liability. 

A  King  whom  we  may  call  the  hejl  of  Men,  and 
the  firjl  of  Citizens,  encouraged  by  his  virtues  the 
hopes  of  the  nation,  and  now,  by  univerfal  concur¬ 
rence,  a  durable  Conftitution  is  eftablifhed,  founded 
on  the  unalienable  rights  of  Men  and  Citizens. 

It  undoubtedly  belongs  to  our  age,  in  which  rea~ 
fon  and  liberty  are  extending  themfelves  together,  to 
extinguifh  for  ever  national  hatred  and  rivalfhip. 

We  mu  ft  not  allow  the  prejudices  which  difgrace 
Nations  to  produce  Wars,  thofe  errors  of  governments. 
But  the  two  mo  ft  enlightened  People  of  Europe  ought 
to  fhew,  by  their  example,  that  the  love  of  their 
country  is  perfedlly  compatible  with  every  fentiment 
of  humanity. 

The  National  Aflembly  difcovers  in  the  Addrefs 
of  the  Revolution  Society  of  England,  thofe  princi¬ 
ples  of  univerfal  benevolence  which  ought  to  bind 
together,  in  all  countries  of  the  World,  the  true  friends 
to  the  happinefs  and  liberty  of  mankind. 

The  National  Aflembly  has  given  the  moft  unde¬ 
niable  teftimony  of  its  flrong  and  deep  fenfe  of  this 
truth,  by  the  folemn  vote  which  it  has  diredled  me 
to  communicate  to  you.

u  Gentlemen, 

<c  THE  Congratulatory  Addrefs  fent  to  the 
National  Affembly  of  France,  by  the  Revolution 
Society  of  London,  has  excited  your  admiration,  and 
that  of  every  true  friend  of  the  public  welfare. 

u  Englifhmen  difdaining  national  prejudices,  and 
applauding  the  efforts  of  their  rivals  to  fhake  off  the 
yoke  of  arbitrary  power,  prefent  a  fpe&acle  which 
philofophers,  attentive  to  the  progrefs  of  the  human 
mind,  cannot  fail  to  contemplate  with  pleafure. 

ct  Such  then  is  the  victory  obtained  by  reafon  and 
philanthropy  over  popular  prejudices  and  jealoufies, 
that  we  have  now  caufe  to  hope  that  all  nations  for¬ 
getting  partial  interefts,  will  mutually  encourage 
each  other  in  the  attainment  of  liberty;  and  that 
thus,  throughout  Europe,  mankind  will  be  fhortly 
reftored  to  thofe  rights  of  which  defpotifm  has  de¬ 
prived  them  for  a  time,  but  which  it  never  could 
annihilate. 

cc  Why  fhould  we  be  afhamed,  Gentlemen,  to  ac¬ 
knowledge  that  the  Revolution  which  is  now  eftablilh- 
ing  itfelf  in  our  country,  is  owing  to  the  example 
given  by  England  a  century  ago?

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«  It  was  from  that  day  we  became  acquainted  with 
the  political  conftitution  of  that  Ifland,  and  the 
profperity  with  which  it  was  accompanied ;  it  was 
from  that  day  our  hatred  of  defpotifm  derived  its 
energy.  In  fecuring  their  own  happinefs,  Englilh- 
men  have  prepared  the  way  for  that  of  the  Univerfe. 
Whilft  on  all  Tides  Tyrants  were  attempting  to  extin- 
guifh  the  facred  flame  of  Liberty,  our  Neighbours 
with  intrepid  watchfulnefs  and  care  cherifhed  it  in 
their  bofoms.  We  have  caught  Tome  of  thefe  falutary 
fparks;  and  this  fire  enflaming  every  mind,  is  extend¬ 
ing  itfelf  o  ver  all  Europe,  for  ever  to  reduce  to  allies 
thofe  ihackles  with  which  defpotifm  has  oppreffed 
mankind.  • 

c(  Let  us  render  to  our  Neighbours  that  juft  tribute 
of  gratitude  which  the  friends  of  mankind  ought 
never  to  refufe  to  the  moll  zealous  defenders  of  its 
rights. 

“  Let  the  Revolution  Society  know  that  Frenchmen 
have  been  fenfibly  affected  by  the  Congratulations 
which  it  has  addreffed  to  the  National  AfTembly,  that 
thefe  virtuous  philanthropifts,  feeing  the  inhabitants 
of  the  provinces  vying  with  thofe  of  the  metropolis 
in  the  ardent  love  of  Liberty,  may  be  in  no  doubt 
about  the  attainment  of  their  wijfhes.” 

The  fubjedt  haying  been  debated,  the  Patriotic 
Society  confidering — that  it  is  perfedtly  confiftent 
with  the  objedt  of  its  mftituticn  to  mamfeft  on  every 
occafion,  the  zeal  of  its  Members  for  accomplifhing 
a  Revolution  on  which  depends  the  welfare  of  the 
Nation;— that  the  Addrefs  from  the  Revolution 
Society  to  the  National  Aflembly  is  a  memorable 
which  deferves  the  gratitude  of  everv  French¬ 


man  ; 
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man ;  and  that  the  furefl  means  to  fecure  the  happi- 
nefs  of  different  Nations  is  to  multiply  between  them 
thofe  proofs  of  a  fraternal  union  of  fentiment  which 
ought  reciprocally  to  animate  men  equal  in  rights 
and  happy  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  advantages  of  a 
free  Conflitution  : 

It  was  therefore  unanimoufly  agreed,  that  the 
Revolution  Society  fhould  be  entreated  to  accept  the 
effufions  of  lively  fenfibility  and  gratitude  with  which 
this  Society  was  animated  at  the  reading  of  the  Addrefs 
in  which  that  Society  has  fo  worthily  manifefled  the 
interefl  it  takes  in  the  efforts  of  the  French  Nation, 
to  eflablifh  a  Conflitution  which  will  enable  it  to  be 
a  partaker  with  the  Englifh  people  in  the  very  great 
bleffings  attached  to  freedom :  and  that  it  defires 
nothing  more  ardently  thah  to  fee  fraternal  concord 
eflablifhed  between  the  two  Nations,  without  which 
they  would  both  lofe  the  fruits  of  that  precious 
freedom  of  which  they  have  proved  themfelves  fo 
worthy. 

Refolved  alfo,  that  a  Copy  of  the  prefent  refolution 
/hall  be  fent  by  the  Prefident  to  the  Revolution 
Society  of  London.

countries  to  bind  together  the  friends  of  human 
liberty  and  happinefs.  Their  hearts  are  warmed  with 
thefe  principles ;  and  they  defire  nothing  fo  earneflly 
as  that  the  time  may  foon  come  when  they  Jhall  fo 
poffifs  every  human  heart  as  to  put  an  end  to  all  jear 
loufies  between  nations,  exterminate  opprefiion  and 
flavery,  and  caufe  wars,  thofe  dreadful  errors  of  govern¬ 
ments,  to  ceafe  in  all  the  earth.  They  exult  in  the 
profpedf  of  fuch  a  time,  which  feems  to  be  opening, 
and  with  which  the  proceedings  of  the  National 
AfTembly  of  France  promife  to  blefs  mankind. 

The  Revolution  Society  cannot  avoid  taking  this 
©ccafion  to  add,  that  among  the  important  benefits  of 
the  Revolution  in  France,  they  reckon  its  tendency 
to  afford  a  falutary  inftru&ion  to  Kings.  They 
learn  with  pleafure  that  the  People  of  France  are 
happy  in  a  King  who  has  encouraged  them  by  his 
virtues  in  recovering  their  Rights,  and  been  onjthis 
account  juftly  crowned  with  the  title  of  the  Re¬ 
storer  of  French  Liberty.
